I have, for several years past, been an 
assiduous student of that phase of Numismatics 
which deals with Orders, decorations of honour, 
and Military and Naval Medals. I have searched 
high and low and gradually have accumulated quite 
a collection of literature on th&s subject. 
However, I have been unable to find any important 
works covering orders, decorations of honour and 
military and naval medals of the states that com- 
prise Latin America. I have accumulated a lot of 
miscellaneous information in this connection, but, 
as mentioned, have failed to find a work wherein 
this side of the subject may be dealt with with a 
certain degree of thoroughness and authority. 

Do you know of any such works? 


My inability to obtain any such literature 
makes me think that possibly further effort on my 
part in procuring additional] information on the 
subject, through valuable connections which I possess 
in Latin America, might result in the accumulation 
of sufficient material to prepare later on a mono- 
graph containing authentic, confirmed information on 
the subject. Do you think that there would be suf- 
ficient*in a work of this kind? I am not afraid of the 
task; neither am I particularly concerned with the 
financial success of such a venture. However, I would 
not want to consider the matter unless it would afford 
a worthwhile contribution to Numismatic literature. 
Will you please favour me with your frank advice on 
this?
